A comparative test 
between -the 
?elf-boiled lime sulphur and the “dry 
mixed” lime sulphur as fungicides for 
the control of brown rot on the peach 
is being conducted under the direc­ 
tion of the Cumberland County Farm 
Bureau in the peach orchard of H. J. 
Dubbs, Carlisle R. I). 5, located along 
tho South Mountain, near Barnitz. 
The initial application of these ma­ 
terials was made recently 
and the 
varieties of peach in question are the 
Albertas, Old Nixon and Late Craw-- 
fords. 
The self-boiled lime 
sulphur 
m a­ 
terial is prepared by taking 
eight 
pounds of lump line, eight pounds of 
flowers of sulphur to fifty gallons of 
water. 
Tjie lime is first slacked and 
while being slacked the flow’ers of 
sulphur are added, using the heat of 
the slacking lime to boil the sulphur 
with it. 
The dry-mix material 
is 
made by taking four pounds of hy­ 
drated lime, eight pounds of flowers 
of sulphur and one-half 
pound 
of 
Kayso to fifty gallons of water. 
TJjis 
material apparently gav’e very 
good 
results in several sections of New 
Jersey last year, 
and 
is a method 
which, if it will satisfactorily control 
the peach scab and broxvn rot, 
is 
very much easier to make and some­ 
what quicker to apply. 
A second application of the same 
spray materials will be made about 
the first week in June and will be 
applied to the same trees on which 
the first application is made. Arsen­ 
ate of lead for the control of 
the 
cureulio was added to 
each 
of thc 
above materials at the rate of two 
pounds per fifty gallons of the mix­ 
ture. 
A check tree, on which no applica­ 
tion of either the sulphur of 
the 
arsenate was made, was left in order 
to make comparisons at the end of 
the season as to the efficiency of con­ 
trol of the peach insects and diseases.

monly grown smooth wheat in York 
county. 
Pennsylvania 44 is a beard­ 
ed variety, which was introduced 
into 
the county by the Farm Bureau serv­ 
ice som e years ago. 
This variety of 
wheat was introduced by the Penn­ 
sylvania S tate College as a selection 
of the Fulcaster variety. 
The 
F o r­ 
ward variety is a new 
selection 
of 
smooth wheat, 
which was selected 
by the Cornell University 
of 
New 
York, a few years ago. 
This variety 
will be introduced in the county 
in 
a few years as a desirable 
smooth 
wheat, especially from standpoints of 
yield and stiffness of straw*. 
W heat from the lime test plots on 
the farm of J. A. Poorbaugh, 
York 
R. D. 3, was also threshed. 
The 
purpose there was to compare results 
fr^m the use of lime marl, hydrated 
lime and raw limestone. 
The results 
of the yield of the six plots did not 
show any difference, in the three v a ­ 
rieties. 
The average yield on these 
plots was 30 7-10 bushels per acre 
and the widest variation of any plots 
was I 3-10 bushels per acre.

square, 
that is consisting 
of four

They are evangelis­ 
tic, educational, medical and Indus­ 
trial. 
We generally 
think of the indus­ 
trial work as the latest development 
in the Missionary enterprise. 
Still 
from 
the very 
earliest 
days Mis­ 
sionaries have recognized the value 
of industrial training as a necessary' 
[tart of 
their 
work and have 
laid 
more or less stress on it. 
The early 
Christian Missionaries who evangel­ 
ized 
Europe were 
pioneers of 
in­ 
dustry as 
well as of Religion. 
To 
them is due the 
credit of introduc­ 
ing 
the ideal 
of peaceful and 
in­ 
dustrial 
toil in 
settled 
homes 
to 
take the 
place of the wild 
life of 
adventure 
and 
brigandage 
which 
was the ambition of the 
early 
set­ 
tlers. 
When England and 
America be­ 
gan sending out groups of Mission­ 
aries to foreign 
lands devout a r ti­ 
sans as well as ministers were sent 
and 
solemnly set a p a rt 
for work. I 
These 
early 
workers did a 
great 
deal in laying the foundation of “the 
why of 
Industrial missions.” Many 
Missionaries have been influenced in 
their 
industrial 
work through cir­ 
cumstances of an unusual nature in 
their field. 
There are four wadi defined re a ­ 
sons 
for taking up 
industrial Mis­ 
sionary work. F irst the 
alleviation 
of 
suffering 
from famine. 
F o r ex­ 
ample, 
back in 
1839 there 
was a 
great famine in Saharanpur, India,

school 
to 
care 
for 
twenty young 
orphans. 
This was the beginning of an insti­ 
tution that 
continues to today and 
has been a great power for 
righ t­ 
eousness. 
Second, the need of students’ sup­ 
port. 
In 1840, when Cyrus Hamilin | 
opened Rebec 
Seminary in Turkey,, 
the

ing under the new State Prohibition 
Enforcem ent 
Act. 
The 
decisions 
sustained the act. 
In the first opinion Judge Stew art 
dismissed a rule on the district at- - 
torney requiring him to show cause 
why liquor seized from an autom o­ 
bile by the State Police should not 
be returned to the owner of the car. ( 
Although the State 
Police had no 
search w arran t the court contended 
th at no w a rra n t was necessary when 
the officers found the liquor in the 
machine as the 
driver was ap pre­ 
hended 
in the act of 
com m itting a 
crime by transporting liquor. 
A similar rule 
requiring the dis­ 
trict attorney to show cause why the 
liquor 
confiscated 
from 
a 
hotel 
should not be returned to the owner 
also was dismissed. 
The court held 
that 
the 
search 
w a rra n t was 
in 
proper form , although the defense 
contended the liquor was 
used only 
for flavoring purposes. 
Liquor taken from another 
hotel 
was ordered returned, however, the 
court holding th at, inasmuch as the 
search w arran t with which the State I 
Police were arm ed was obtained for 
the purpose of searching for stolen 
goods, the seizure of 
liquor was il­ 
legal. 
In handing down his decisions the 
court said the 
people of this coun­ 
try 
have adopted 
the 
Eighteenth 
Amendem ent of the Constitution and 
th a t 
the 
people of 
Pennsylvania 
have 
passed the 
Enforcem ent Act 
and that it is the duty of the court j 
to interpret these statu tes 
liberally 
and not strictly.
